people.  There  was  al- 
ways lots  going  on 
from  Key  Club  car 
washes  to  Senior  Play 
rehearsals  to  just  being 
with  friends. 
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When  senior  year  came  I began  to  make 
sense  out  of  the  things  I was  doing.  Maybe 
it  was  because  everyone  expected  us  to 
have  a direction  or  a goal  but  all  I knew  was 
that  my  life  was  beginning  to  take  form.  It 
was  sad  to  think  about  all  the  times  that 
were  wasted  in  uncertainty  yet  the  coming- 
out  part  was  best  of  all. 


The  entire  class  of  1975 
remembers  Miss  Austin  as 
one  who  is  extremely  de- 
voted, unselfish,  and  en- 
couraging. During  her 
four  years  as  our  class  ad- 
visor, her  positive  attitude 
and  sound  advice  were  a 
continual  inspiration  to 
those  working  with  her. 
We  feel  that  the  success 
of  our  class  was  largely 
due  to  her  efforts.
